PlayStation version is being developed 
by Appaloosa Software over in Austin, 
Texas and is lined up for a US release in 
late summer. Electronic Boutique's 
Vice-President told Pro, "South Park has 
been one of our top-selling games since 
it's release this past December. With its 
success on the N64, we expect that the 
PlayStation version will also be incredibly 
popular." The figures seem to bear that 
sentiment out with the N64 version 
having shipped nearly a million units 
world-wide to date. 

The game has been developed with 
input from the show's creators Matt 
Stone and Trey Parker and, in a similar 
fashion to the PC and N64, the main 
game will unfold into a five episode 
single player, first person perspective 
shoot'em-up. 

Having received mixed reviews along 
the way, it'll be interesting to see how 
the PlayStation version bears up and 
whether the innate problems with earlier 
incarnations are fixed or we end up with 
a straight port.

U.S. Arcades under 
heavy fire 

D oes playing violent videogames like 
Doom/' "Quake" and "Killer Instinct" 
cause players to behave violently in real 
life? A lot of Americans, including the 
President of the United States, seem to 
think so...and they've got the arcade 
industry running scared. 

The U.S. videogame industry scrambled 
to defend itself all spring and summer 
from a barrage of negative publicity, 
harsh criticism and possible punitive legal 
action arising from games' alleged role in 
youth violence. All this followed from the 
April 20 massacre of 12 students and one 
teacher in Littleton, Colorado, and 
another school shooting on May 20 in 
Conyers, Georgia. 

The shooters in both cases were 
identified as avid videogame players. 
Consequently, videogames (both console 
and arcade formats) came under heavy 
fire from American parents, news 
organisations, the White House, the U.S.

There'll be another competitor on the 
grid in time for the start of next year's FI 
season after Hasbro Interactive 
announced the signing of a deal with 
Geoff Hammond, the legendary FI 
racing sim developer and man behind 
the classic Grand Prix 1 & 2 games, 
which some regard as the finest FI sims 
ever. Both Ubi-Soft and Sony will be 
monitoring the developments, as they're 
sure to be in the running for pole 
position in the FI racing sim stakes. 
Hasbro have also signed a NASCAR deal. 
David Bowie is all set to wow 
audiences once again after it was 
revealed he's to provide a groovy cyber 
rock soundtrack for Eidos' new 3D action 
adventure Omikron: The Nomad Soul. 
Bowie's been in close collaboration with 
its developers and has penned a few 
tunes already, and he'll also play a 
cameo role in the game. Other Eidos 
news reveals that they've signed a 
publishing deal with Jurassic Park creator 
Michael Crichton's Timeline studios, and 
also look set to secure an exclusive deal 
for the official Olympics license with 
Sydney 2000, thought to be the first of 
three planned games covering summer 
and winter events. 

A cross licensing deal between Konami 
and Microsoft is set to clear the way for 
a PlayStation influx of games from the 
PC gaming giants. Fingers crossed, we 
could soon be seeing games like 
Midtown Madness, which is similar to, 
and even hailed as better than. Driver, 
making a big splash in Sony's pool of 
cool. Konami is also planning a new 
large-scale European development studio 
and is currently scouring the industry for 
someone to run it as consumer division 
chief Pete Stone confirmed, "We've just 
started talking to people and putting out 
feelers" 

Electronic Arts have officially become 
the world's first game company to break 
the billion dollar mark after they posted 
annual turnover figures for the last 
financial year of £740 million ($1.2 
billion), of which £72.9 million was clear 
profit. However, EA felt the unfamiliar 
taste of disappointment after the 
speculation over who'd be releasing 
Final Fantasy VIII finally ended, with 
Sony coming out winners. Squaresoft's 
close links with EA had thrown confusion 
over who'd be publishing the colossal 
title, but all speculation ended shortly 
after the opening of Square's new 
European office.

market with a heavily endorsed and 
advertised sequel to last year's surprise 
hit Music, though the big name disc 
spinner who'll be doing the 'do' is as 
yet unknown. Meanwhile, Codies have 
scooped the acquisition of gaming 
pioneers Sensible Software. Director 
and founder of the firm, jon Hare, will 
lead the development of a series of 
'inspirational' new titles while 
Codemasters consider which gaming 
gems should be resurrected from Sensi's 
glorious back catalogue. Pro still yearns 
to see the classic Sensible World of 
Soccer re-created for PlayStation glory, 
so come on Codemasters - sort it out! 
RC Stuntcopter seems finally to be 
finished after Pro's Virgin Interactive 
contacts promising a review copy of the 
game in time to make the next issue. 
Touch wood, we'll be manoeuvring our 
choppers and ripping the whirly bird 
beast apart in the next couple of weeks. 
Stay tuned. 

The release of GT Interactive's 
Discworld Noir has had to be put on 
the back burner due to the buy-out of 
the development team who were in 
control of coding the comedy RPG. 
Perfect Entertainment had been making 
good progress, but felt the grip of 
corporate hold-backs during their 
acquisition by Teeny Weeny games. It's 
now scheduled for a release in 
September along with the delayed 
Duke Nukem: Zero Hour. 

Player Manager has finally been 
given the on-sale green light following 
the last minute deal to grant the fine 
footy sim an endorsement from tough 
talking Tottenham gaffer George 
Graham. It'll now be known as George 
Graham's Player Manager Season '98 - 
'99 and is George's first major signing 
of the summer. 

Gangland warfare is set to escalate 
to Global levels in Take 2 Interactive's 
forthcoming turf battle free-for-all 
Grudge Warriors. It's promising 12 free 
roaming battlezones, completely 
customisable vehicles and the most 
lethal action ever seen. We'll find out if 
Grudge Warriors delivers later in the 
year. 

And Finally, the moment everyone is 
waiting for will officially occur at the 
Tokyo Game show '99 in September.

Named after Gilles Villeneuve (jacques' dad) the circuit is situated on j 
Notre Dame island, in the middle of the St. Lawrence river, with a 
backdrop of the stunning Expo pavilion. Almost always the scene of 
massive accidents, the pack can be scythed in half before it reaches the 
chequered flag, so patience and stamina are the keys to success. 


The set-up 

Using medium to low downforce will give you high 
speed efficiency, but this is a power circuit, so if 
your car has more grunt (power), you can ^ 
increase the wing to give better 
cornering, without losing too much 
on the long very fast straights.

It's now full of fast straights 
and tight corners that create a lack of 
rhythm, where you race from T-junction to T- 
junction. It may be harking back to the glory 
days, when drivers were butchered at each 
circuit by mile long straights and cheese-wire 
corners, but this is racing at its most diluted.
